NEW YORK, March 28 (AP)..— 
James H. R. Cromwell declared to- 
day that the views he expressed in 
Toronto recently were “made en- 
tirely on my own responsibility.” 

Cromwell, in the first statement 
he has made since a controversy 
developed over his speech, said: 

“Published reports that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt saw an advance 
copy of my Toronto speech or had 
any knowledge of its contents be- 
forehand, are made out of whole 
cloth. Such stories are absolutely 
untrue. 

“The views which I expressed 

on the contrast between the prin- 
ciples of totalitarian and demo- 
cratic forms of government and 
their results were made entirely 
on my own responsibility. 
“Since that address, nq one has 
at any time been given any rea- 
son or authority to express any 
views for me.” 

Cromwell, United States Minis- 
ter to Canada, distributed the 
statement through his Fifth ave 
Anus office. 

Senator Gerald P. Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, told a town hall 
audience today that Cromwell’s 
much-discussed pro-Aally speech 
was “a reflection of Roosevelt's 


war. Virginio Gayda, the paper's 
editor, frequently speaks with the 
personal approval of Mussolini. 
The Balkan countries, Gayda 
said, had confirmed their attitude, 
“inspired largely by that of Italy,” 
of abstaining “from any initiative 
which might in any way disturb 
the peace so far maintained in this 
European territory.” 
Teleky was understood here to 
desire further clarification of Ital- 
ian policy in regard to Hungarian 
claims for. territory lost to Ru- 
mania in World War settlements. 
Last January, Count Ciano_ re- 
portedly told Hungarian Foreign 
Minister Count Istvan Csaky that 
Budapest should soft pedal re- 
visionist demands in the interests 
of Balkan peace. Previously, Italy 
had displayed sympathetic atti- 
tude toward the Hungarian claims. 
Teleky to See Pope. 
Teleky, who was accompanied by 
his wife and daughter and was 
met by Ciano, will remain in Rome 
until next Thursday. Pope Pius 
XII will receive him during his 
stay. 

Reports that Vyacheslav Molotov, 
Soviet premier and foreign com- 
missar, would arrive in Berlin to- 
day to confer with Hitler disap- 
peared overnight after having been 
vublished in all Italian newspapers 
yesterday.

many shoe workers making less 
than 35 cents an hour in New En- 
gland as in the Middle West, the 
New England Shoe & Leather As- 
sociation approved the 35-cent rec- 
ammendation. Several representa- 
tives of the manufacturers em- 
phasized the necessity for uniform 
and universal enforcement as this 
industry has more than 2000 es- 
tablishments. This will be quite a 
job in policing. 

“Twenty-one thousand of these 
60,000 workers are located in New 
England. A study made by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics just a 
year ago revealed that 12,000 shoe 
workers in Massachusetts were 
realizing less than 35 cents an 
an hour. There were 5000 such in 
New Hampshire and 4000 in Maine. 

Sex Differential Barred, 

“Some 20,000 workers were mak- 
ing less than 35 cents an hour in 
the Middle Western area. There 
were 9000 such in Missouri, 5000 in 
Illinois and about 1400 in Tennes- 
see. There were about 3800 in 
Ohio. There are relatively few 
shoe establishments and shoe 
workers in the southern states. 


“There was a 6-cent differential 
in the shoe minimum wage under 
NRA between men and women 
| workers. There was also a differ- 
ential based on population. That 
is, in cities of more than 250,000, 
men were to be paid not less than 
87% cents and women not less than 
82% cents. There were three such 
classifications—the lowest minima 
applying to establishments in com- 
munities of less than 20,000~—which 
were 35 cents for men and 30 cents 
an hour for women. Today a classi- 
fication based on sex is prohibited 
in the statute. The committee de- 
cided against population classifica- 
tions.” 

Several weeks ago Fleming heard 
oral arguments against the wage 
recommendation. At that time rep- 
resentatives of the shoe industry in 
St. Louis contended that the 35-cent 
minimum would force many mar- 
ginal factories out of existence and 
reduce employment.

show us to be bitterly partisan in 
foreign war.” , 

It is not a compliment to the 
American people, Senator Nye con- 
tinued, but it is nevertheless true 
“that our determination to stay 
out of war now is based on the 
fact that the Allies didn’t pay their 
war debts.” 

“We can stay out of other peo- 
ples’ wars when we will learn to 
profit from the experience which 
was ours during and after the last 
World War,” he said.

Largely mind our own business. 

Care less about causes abroad; 
and care more about the causes 
at home on which our democracy 
rests. ä 

Fight foreign propaganda and 
deal with it as we would deal with 
sabotage. 

Decline to let any American who 
operates in foreign zones draw us 
into difficulties by reason of his 
own encountered difficulties. 

Decline, in any degree, to let our 
American economy be based upon 
our becoming dependent upon war 
trade. 

Strengthen neutrality laws by re- 
storing the arms embargo, and 
take the profit out of war by tax- 
ation which would discourage war 
trade, 

Pass a constitutional amendment 
to give the people power to deter- 
mine by réferendum when the 
country should enter a war. 


White House Denies Roosevelt Saw

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The 
White House issued the following 
statement today in denial of re- 
ports that President Roosevelt had 
read prior to its delivery a pro- 
Ally speech made in Toronto by 
James H. R. Cromwell, the United

“The public is hereby warned, 
this time through a formal White 
House statement, against believing 
certain types of so-called news sto- 
ries carried by certain types of so- 
called newspapers.

Critics contented that the 
army was divided on the merits 
of the recently developed semi- 
automatic weapon as compared 
with those of the old Springfield, 
which it has been developed to re- 
place. 


Defenders of the Garand, who 
call it “the finest shoulder rifle 


that it had shown serious flaws 
under field conditions. 

A Congressional committee has 
been making a secret study of the 
Garand, named after its inventor, 
John Garand, of the United States 
armory at Springfield, Mass., but 
it was not until yesterday that a 
dispute about the rifle broke into 
the open. 

Fault Found With Weapon. 
The National Rifle Association 
touched it off with a magazine edi- 
torial stating that both the cavalry 
and the marines had found fault 
with Garands. Furthermore, the 
editorial said, the wisdom of any 
semi-automatic rifle for general 
issue to troops was a moot ques- 
tion with army officers.

DNB Charges British Bombed Un- 
armed Merchantmen. 
BERLIN, March 23 (AP).—DNB, 
the German official news agency, 
claiming that a Swedish vessel 
and three German steamers had 
been attacked by British planes 
in the last few days, said last 
night that Britain apparently had 
instructed its pilots to bomb un- 
armed merchantmen. 

The news ‘agency said all the 
attacks were ‘unsuccessful. It 
identified the Swedish vessel as 
the Buenos Aires. 

A German bomber, which the 
high command gave up for lost 
in Wednesday’s raid on a British 
convoy off Scapa Flow, managed 
to return to its home port after 
a precarious flight over the North 
Sea with only one motor function- 
ing efficiently, DNB reported. 

The agency said the exhausted 
crew reported sinking the “tenth” 
ship, a vessel of about 6000 tons, 
in the convoy assault. The high 
command previously reported other 
planes of the scouting group sank 
nine naval and merchant vessels 
of the convoy. 

The British have denied that any 
ships were sunk in this raid. 

The crew told of a fight with 
three British pursuit planes. The 
radio operator was seriously in- 
jured by a bullet in the head. Oth- 
er bullets damaged the motors. 


U-boat Stops Norwegian Craft to

Automobile Insurance.” While your edi- 
torial might not be literally accurate, it 
does state a general practice which is 
too far-reaching in its harmful effects for 
any Negro to deny. 

The great number of Negroes who now 
must own or drive an automobile have 
difficulty in obtaining insurance cover- 
age. You wisely show that every person 
using streets and highways should have 
some protection from the mistakes that 
might be made by any person driving an 
automobile. 

Another angle is that many Negro 
chauffeurs and truck drivers are refused 
jobs because they cannot obtain reason- 
able liability coverage. This refusal is 
not based upon excessive recklessness or 
drunkenness, but largely upon unreason- 
able prejudice which many companies 
show toward Negroes seeking liability 
insurance. 

The editorial is to the point and t is 
another evidence of the willingness on 
the part of your paper to recognize and 
publicize how costly are such unreason- 
able attitudes and practices, both to the 
city and to its citizens.

Cromwell, the playboy diplomat who represents the 
United States Government at Ottawa, will resign as a 
result of the public rebuke he has received from Sec- 
retary Hull. 

A mere rebuke, even as stern a one as Mr. Orom- 
well has received, is mild discipline for a Minister 
who has deliberately flouted the standing instruc- 
tions of the State Department not to comment pub- 
licly on controversial issues. When Mr. Cromwell 
assumed his post,-he committed himself to observe 
the regulations, and his failure to do so may be 
characterized as an act of bad faith. 
When our Minister to Canada voiced hopes for a 
victory of the Allies and the defeat of Germany, he 
undoubtedly bespoke the sentiments of a great ma- 
jority of the American people. But while the 
American people are sympathetic with the Allies, 
their Government is neutral and they are determined 
that it shall remain so. One flier in international 
knight-errantry has been enough. . 

The experience with Mr. Cromwell should impress 
indelibly on President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull 
the importance of seeing that the diplomatic corps— 
the eyes and ears of the Government abroad—is in 
this crucial period composed of men capable of ob- 
jective thinking. 

Unless our Ambassadors and Ministers in foreign 
capitals are men of broad background, possessed of 
a realistic conception of world politics and tough- 
minded enough not to succumb to the blandishments 
and propaganda devices of the various belligerents 
and potential belligerents, then the outposts of our 
neutrality are destroyed and our fortifications against 
involvement in the war are undermined. 

We well know the results of our having been rep- 
resented at the Court of St. James’s in the years be- 
fore our entry Into the last war by a man whom 
Walter Millis has described in his classic, “Road to 
War,” aa “the infatuated Ambassador,” “far gone 
beneath the spell of that austere nobility,” and “un- 
der the dangerous illusion” that he had the full con- 
fidence of the British Foreign Minister, Sir Edward 
Grey. . 

By this betrayal of his trust, Ambassador Page 
paved the way for America to enter the war. Com- 
petent newspaper men, such as Frederic William 
Wile, Irvin S. Cobb, Harry Hansen and James O’Don- 
nell Bennett, sent back stories that the tales of Ger- 
man atrocities in Belgium were unveriffable. But 
Page, reporting to President Wilson on the same 
matter, said, “It is impossible longer to doubt the 
wholly barbarous conduct of the Prussians.” 

The British propaganda agents who invented the 
Belgian atrocity stories have since written books 
confessing their shame, but American neutrality was 
impaired because Ambassador Page was unable to 
maintain a normal skepticism at his post in London. 
So Ambassador Page went his double-dealing way. 
According to Millis, he helped block President Wil- 
son’s last-minute efforts to prevent war from break- 
ing out, failed to transmit to the President his knowl- 
edge of the secret treaties by which the Allies par- 
celed out in advance the spoils of war, and co-operat- 
ed intimately with Viscount Grey in framing the 
interpretation of freedom of the seas which ultimate- 
ly led to our declaring war upon Germany. 

It was thus that we came to have what the For- 
eign Policy Association recently called a “dual stand- 
ard of neutrality,” playing into the hands of the 
Allies. | 

Whatever course we follow now, we should be in 
position to act with our eyes open, without suffering 
from any illusions or from distortion of the facts 
such as our Ambassadors inflicted on us a quarter- 
century ago. 

President Roosevelt has no graver responsibility 
than to see that in this troubled hour we are repre- 
sented abroad by men of keen insight, invulnerable 
to the arts of diplomacy and loyal to the ideal of our 
living at peace in our own hemisphere. 
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MORE OOMPH IN POLITICS. 

Mr. LaGuardia, New York’s perpetual motion 
Mayor, proves his versatility by entering a new field. 

Speaking before an audience of 600 designers in 
New York, he was fairly bursting with advice—and 
good advice at that. For one thing, he said there 
should be no tight skirts. Even the “modified 
hobble” was ruled out. The modern woman, inter- 
ested in sports and riding in cars, busses and the 
subway, must have free stride. 

Then this present-day Leonardo passed from the 
utilitarian to the esthetic.

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RAILROADS LEARN A LESSON. 


their elementary lesson in economics: that lower 
prices on a desirable commodity mean bigger turn- 
over. Next Monday a reduction of the rate from 2% 
to 2 cents a mile, ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, becomes effective in the territory 
east of the Mississippi and north of the Ohio. By 
action of the railroads themselves, the traveler gets 
an even better bargain: on round trips of more than 
100 miles each way, an additional cut of 5 per cent 
per 100 miles goes into effect. This means, for in- 
stance, a reduction in the round-trip coach fare be- 
tween St. Louis and New York from $36 to $31.75. 
Such voluntary reductions by the Eastern roads are 
something new. In previous years, with the excep- 
tion of the Baltimore & Ohio, they protested loudly 
whenever the I. C. C. ordered a lower rate. But 
all their predictions of disaster if the rate were low- 
ered from 3:6 cents a mile, the 1936 figure, have gone 
wrong, and instead business has picked up. The 
railzoads face formidable competition from the bus, 
the plane and particularly the motor car. One good 
way to recoup part of their lost business, they seem 
at last to have decided, is to offer an attractive rate. 
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MR. ANDERSON ON THE C C C CUT PROPOSAL. 
Considerable opposition has developed in this area 
to the proposed closing of the CCC camp at Pacific,

Well, working and saving, with 
God in rhythm and rhyming, despite the 90 
or 40 per cent shrinkage of his investments 
in the last 10 years, left him well to do.

“All subsequent cases have recog- 
nized that ruling by the Supreme 
Court in the Shepherd case as ab- 
solutely the law. There has been 
no variation or change in it down 
to the present moment. Therefore, 
the argument that this statute pre- 
vents this court from proceeding 
must fall to the ground because 
it is in the teeth of the well estab- 
lished and reiterated rule an- 
nounced by our Supreme Court. 
“Next, Mr. Henry said that there 
is no such thing in America as 
constructive contempt as to scan- 
dalizing the court, in a case which 
I believe he subsequently limited, 
though not in the very first state- 
ment, to a case which had been 
closed a case that was no longer 
pending.

Whereupon, the Gov- 
ernment attorney objected, and 
Judge Faris, with that keen sense 
of wit of his, said, ‘Yes, sustained, 
the best of swimmers sink some- 
times.’

“Then, says Mr. Henry, What 
Judge Marshall said was merely 
obiter dictum when he talked about 
holding Shepherd guilty of con- 
tempt and when he said that he 
could be held on two grounds, first, 
for scandalizing the court, whether 
there was any ground, whether the 
case was disposed of, or whether 
it was still pending.’ 

“At the outset, he laid down the 
principles gf law which would gov- 
ern in cases of criminal contempt— 
indirect criminal contempt, and the 
substance of his declaration was 
this: This is the first case of this 


‘ 


kind in this state, the law on all 
branches of it ought to be made 
clear, and we are going to declare 
the whole law on the subject so 
that those in the future who desire 
to do right may know how far they 
can go and refrain from going too 
far, and those who desire to do 
wrong may have a warning now 
that such things will not be toler- 
ated and they will know what they 
will have to expect if they trans- 
gress in that particular. 

“And then in the clearest and 
the most emphatic terms, Judge 
Marshall and the whole court, all 
seven judges en banc concurring 
in the opinion, hold that Shepherd 
could be held liable on two grounds, 
first, for scandalizing the court, 
entirely irrespective of whether the 
case was pending or not, and it was 
only technically pending. A mo- 
tion for rehearing hadn't been ruled 
on. There was no chance on earth 
to get a motion for a new hearing 
in that status of the case at that 
time. Then he could be held wheth- 
er there was a motion pending or 
not; and, second, it turned out, 
whether he didn’t know the motion 
was pending, he was liable because 
the tendency of his article was to 
obstruct the proceedings of the 
court. 


Reply to Porter Henry: Court Is Bound 
By Law, Can’t Stop and Have It Changed 


“Now, they say that has been 
declared by courts in two other 
states, I believe they say, as obiter 
dictum. Well, I don’t care what 
Montana or Wisconsin or some 
other state may have said about 

e governing decisions of our Su- 
—.— Court. Until the Missouri 
Supreme Court says it was obiter 
dictum, it stands as the law in this 
case. 

“Now then, in connection with 
that case, Mr. Henry made what 
was to me quite a surprising state- 
ment. While the court held this 
man was guilty of contempt, and 
he didn’t contest the ruling but 
paid his fine, ‘What was the result 
so far as the public is concerned?’ 
said Mr. Henry. ‘Rube Oglesby, 
about whose case the article was 
written, became popular overnight 
because the Supreme Court had 
ruled the way that he and his 
newspaper friend didn’t like, and 
the people of the state elected him 
Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner. That comes awfully close, 
exceedingly close, to a hint to the 
court that if the judge of this 
court would be popular and would 
hope for favors from the public in 
the future, he had better rule as 
the Post-Dispatch would like to 
have him rule. A remarkable ar- 
gument even to be hinted at in a 
court of justice. 

The Individual and the Court. 

“Then, says he, ‘A judge is on 
no better basis than an individual; 
that so long as a case is not pend- 
ing an individual has the right to 
say what he pleases about the 
court, criticise it, criticise the 
judge of it, and that a newspaper 
has just as much right to do so,’ 
Mr. Henry grew quite eloquent as 
to what an individual or the press 


could do to the judge. It could 
criticise him. It could scandalize 
him. He used the expression that 
anybody could criticise him and 
the judge of the court or the court 
itself couldn’t do a thing as long 
as the offense was committed out- 
side of the precincts of the court. 
I don’t think the law goes that far, 
and I shall have occasion later to 
cite cases that I think support my 
contention. 

“He refers also to the bar of 
public opinion, and he says the 
law has not kept pace with the 
modern trend, and he says it is 
time for lawyers and courts to join 
in with the papers in trying to 
bring about judicial reforms of 
proceedings. Mr. Lashly also, in 
his talk on the same branch of the 
case, referred to certain things in 
our legal procedure which he thinks 
need to be reformed. He read the 
platform of the Pulitzer Publishing 
Co., which has nothing on earth to 
do with this case—not the slight- 
est thing. It is not in the plead- 
ings. There was no evidence of-, 
fered, and he might have well read 
us a section of any other docu- 
ment in the whole world; but he 
saw fit to read and comment on 
the platform of the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Co. 

“Now, he says—they both say, 
that the lawyers ought to join 
hands with the publishers of the 
country and bring about judicial 
reforms—a very nice argument to 
make and, I think, too, well taken 
in some respects; but it has no 
bearing whatever upon the case 
here at bar. When the time came 
for the Court to rule in the Nick 
case and again in the Brady case, 
the Court could not stop and have 
the law changed. 


Change in Criminal Code Up to the People, 
Who Have Elected ‘Putty Noses,’ ‘Jellyrolls’ 


When the Court granted a sev- 
erance the Court did what the 
statute of the State of Missouri 


made absolutely obligatory upon 
the Court. With Mr. Lashly, I be 
lieve that the repeal of that statute 
would be a fine thing to help con- 
vict men who are criminals, guilty 
men who are joined as co-defend- 
ants in one case, and who often 
escape by splitting the case up. 
“What difference does it make 
what I think abeut that, or Mr. 
Lashly thinks about it, or what 
the Post-Dispatch editors think 
about it? The change had not 
been made. Every judge who takes 
the oath of office is required to 
take a solemn oath that he will 
uphold the Constitution and admin- 
ister the laws to the best of his 
ability; and that does not refer to 
laws which the judge thinks ought 
to be changed or should have been 
changed before he went upon the 
bench, but to the laws that are 
in force while he is on the bench. 
“All this talk in the editorials an 
cartoon about severance had a 
tendency to lad the public to be 
lieve that the Judge granted the 
severance because he wanted to 
favor the criminals. Such was not 
the case. He could not have done 
otherwise, If he had, his rulings 


could not have stood in any superior 
court. 
“There are many respects in 
which I think the criminal laws 
ought to be amended. It is no use 
to stop now to enumerate them, 
because that is only academic talk. 
Perhaps the Post-Dispatch has 
waged a campaign to try to get 
some of them changed. It has not 
succeeded. And as long as Putty 
Nose Bradys, and Jellyroll Ho- 
gans, and others of their ilk are 
elected, not by the Judge, or the 
lawyer, the Circuit Attorney, but

“He says we are working with 
antiquated working tools.

“Now, let us take up a little bit, 
as nearly as we can in the order 
of his argument, the points that he 
made.

The Court’s attention was attracted 
by somebody, the opinion does not 
say who it was, perhaps by one of 
the judges reading this scurrilous 
article from the paper in Warrens- 
burg, to the contempt that had 
been committed. And the court 
called upon the Attorney-General, 
who stood in the same relation to 
the Supreme Court that the Cir- 
cuit Attorney of this city stands 
to this Court, and requested him 
to file an information; and he did 
so. And then the Court issued its 
citation,” which Gentry read. 

“Now, then,” he continued, “the 
Court went on, and it took up first 
the inherent power of the Court 
to punish for contempt, first mak- 
ing the observation: 

“*As above stated, this is the first 
case of this kind that has come 
before this Court, It is not, how- 
ever, the first time that highly im- 
proper articles have been published 
concerning this Court and other 
courts in this state, but it is the 
first case wherein the character and 
heinousness of the charges have 
made it absolutely imperative upon 
this Court to take cognizance of 


them.’ 

“Holding that it had inherent 
power, which could not be con- 
trolled by a statute passed by the 


State Legislature, and defining the 
various kinds of contempt, the 
Court went on. They had asked for 
a jury to try the case, but the Court 
held that the only tribunal that could 
try the case was the tribunal to 
which contempt had been shown. 
And that is the holding everywhere, 
that I know, except in states where 
there has been a provision made 
by the duly constituted authority 
for trial by jury. And in this case 
Your Honor can see, and all of us 
can see, how hopelessly confused a 
jury would have becoma men who 
are in no wise familiar with the 
law, either criminal law or civil law, 
with the procedure in either branch 
of the law, with the effect of hold- 
ings of different courts, if called in 
the jury box here, could not pos- 
sibly have grasped the issues nor 
determined what was freedom of 
the press, how far it extended, And 
an eloquent plea, such as was made 
by my friend Lashly here, and the 
wonderful gestures and engaging 
smiles that he would have lavished 
upon them, as he did upon the 
Court, would have swept them com- 
pletely off of their feet, and they 
would not have had any idea what 
was involved in the case,

Said 
Judge Marshall under this subject, 
Article 2 of the Constitution, that 
is the Missouri Constitution, which 
is as follows:

That every pe~son shall be free to 
say, write or publish whatever he 
will on any subject, being respon- 
sible for all the abuse of that lib- 
erty’—(bear that in mind)—‘and 
that in all suits and prosecutions 
for libel the truth thereof may be 
given in evidence and the jury 
under the direction of the court 
shall determine the law and the 
fact.’ 

“After that quotation from the 
Constitution Judge Marshall pro- 
ceeaB: 

At will be observed that the lib- 
erty of the press is not mentioned 
at all. The freedom of speech is 
guaranteed to “every person.” Of 
course, the press will be included 
in the general designation of “every 
person.” But the press has no 
greater liberty in this regard than 
any citizen. Newspapers and citi- 
zens have the same rights to tell 


the truth about any body or any 


institution. Neither has any right 


to scandalize any one or any insti- 


tution.

If he does this by scandal- 
izing the courts of his country, he 
is liable to be punished for con- 
tempt. If he slanders his fellow 
men he is liable to a criminal prose- 
cution for libel and to respond, civ- 
illy, in damages for the injury he 
does to thé individual. In other 
words, the abuse of the privilege 
consists, principally, in not telling 


the truth.’

Indeed, although the more vigor- 
ous war, on the part of the Allies, 
is contemplated, it can only be in 
the way of greater efficiency and a 
more rapid speeding up of organi- 
zation, armament and industrial 
production. The Allies cannot take 
a major offensive yet, and the Ger- 
mans almost certainly will not. The 
war, therefore, will probably con- 
tinue for some time to be a war 
of politics and nerves, except for 
the air. 


* * * 

What the markers of various ne- 
gotiated peace proposals fail to 
take into account is that any com- 
pact made between democratic and 
totalitarian states must, by the na- 
ture of the two sorts of organiza- 
tion, be a victory for the totali- 
tarian Powers. The totalitarian 
Powers would dominate any combi- 
nation they might enter, in the 
same way that the Communists in 
the United States dominate any 
liberal organizations that they en- 
ter. 


The totalitarian states have their 
own rules and these 4 prece- 
dence over ny other rules that 
they may, for opportunist reasons, 
temporary adopt. They ere au- 
thoritarian and every citizen is 
pledged to blind obedience, They, 
therefore, retain, of their nature, 
the power of the coup d'etat. 


Whenever one contemplates an 
alliance with or a compact between 
states that have political freedom 
and states despotically ruled with 
the assistance of a single party, one 
needs to recall the history or the 
Nazi revolution inside Germany. It 
was a minority which immediately 
made itself into a majority when 
it was once in power, even though 
it shared the power with others. 
It immediately, however, employed 
its minority power in a manner 
which the majority could not, by 
their structure or by their princi- 
ples, use. 

A state with political freedom 
can no more exist in a compact 
with another state that rejects it, 
than a state organized for peace 
and unwilling to use war can exist 
as the neighbor of a state organ- 
ized for war and prepared to risk 
it. That is why a European peace 
concluded with totalitarian Powers 
means a totalitarian Europe. Only 
a totalitarian Franc and a totali- 
tarian England might be safe for 
a while with a totalitarian Ger-

Penitentes Beat Selves, Go Through 


Crucifixion Rites in New Mexico 


Flagellation Ceremonies Persist Among Lay 
Groups in Isolated Mountain 
Areas. 


SANTA FE, N. M., March 23 
(AP).—The Penitentes have gone 
through painful ceremonies once 
more to wash away their sins in 
blood. 


In the Spanish-speaking villages 
of New Mexico’s northern moun- 
tains, many a brother lies today, 
racked by pain, but happy in his be- 
lief in redemption. 

By a custom centuries old, the 
Brothers of the Blood of Christ— 
Los. Hermanos de Sangre de Cris- 
to—have re-enacted the Savior’s 
last agonies. 

Through the 40 days of Lent, 
reaching a climax in Holy week 
and Good Friday, they have atoned 
for their transgressions by flagella- 
tion, thorny crowns and the ulti- 
mate re-enactment of the crucifix- 
ion by some of their number. 

The flagellant rituals of the Third 
Order of St. Francis of Old Spain, 
which the Penitentes follow, have 
long been disowned by the Catho- 
lie Church. But they persist in a 
powerful lay *rotherhood in the iso- 
lated areas of Northern New Mex- 
ico arid Southern Colorado. 

Through most of the year, the 
brothers devote themselves to help- 
ing the sick and the needy and to 


burying the dead. During Lent, their 
self-immolation reaches its peak. 
To escape the eyes of the curious, 
the final rites are mostly held at 
night. 

Witnesses of the Holy week cere- 
monies have described the proces- 
sivas of the flagellants, each pent- 


‘tent beating himself with a heavy 


Boourge of yucca—the Spanish bay- 
onet—on his shoulders until the 
blood from his bare, lacerated back 
soaks the thin cotton drawers that 
are his only garment. | 

Other brothers bind themselves 
tightly with horsehair rope, lash 
thorny cacti to their flesh and 
crawl on cactus strewn paths to 
kiss the cross, erected on some lo- 
cal Calvary. 

Legend sayr that once nails were 
used and that many a “Cristo” did 
not survive his ordeal, but church 
historians say there is no record 
of a crucifixion death. 

The service of the “tinieblas— 
darkness” concludes the lenten 
penance. It is symbolic of the tor- 
tures of souls in purgatory before 
they reach the light of heaven. It 
ends on a note of peace with the 
chanting of hymns and the saying 
of prayérs.

Evidence That Japanese Army Will 
Retain Control in North China. 


SHANGHAI, March 23 (AP).— 
Reports that the Japanese army 
will retain blanket supervision over 
conquered North China, despite the 
coming inauguration of the Tokyo- 
sponsored “Chinese Central Gov- 
ernment” on March 30, received 
seeming confirmation today in 
Japanese circles. 

Japanese quarters said a North 
China Political Affairs Commission 
—a scarcely veiled army agency— 
would direct the provinces of Ho- 
peh, Shantung and Shansi. 
This prediction, the informants 
said, was based on reports from 
Nanking, where the “Chinese Cen- 
tral Government” was organized 
yesterday under Japanese supervi- 
sion with Wang Ching-wei as Pre- 
mier. 

The three provinces constitute 
the heart of North China, and each 
has coal deposits of considerable 
wealth as well as extensive agri- 
cultural resources. Shansi is most 
abundantly supplied with mineral 
wealth, and Hopeh is noted for its 
fertile soil. 

The Shanghai circles said the 
North Vhina Political Affairs Com- 
mission would be created “with 
powers to direct foreign affairs and 
to organize and control a peace- 
preservation army of its own.” 

One face-saving phrase was in- 
serted in behalf of the Wang Ching- 
wei Cabinet. The Nanking reports, 
according to Japanese sources 
here, announced. that such powers 
would be wielded “on behalf of the 
National Government of China.” 


U,S, TRADE COMMISSION ORDER

Concerns Directed to Cease Alleged 
Price Fixing Activities; One’s

—The Federal Trade Commission 
announced yesterday it had or- 
dered five fire fighting equipment 
companies to cease alleged price 
fixing activities and directed one 
to discontinue contracts said to 
have been made in violation of the 

Clayton Anti-Trust Act. 

The commission said the com- 
panies were Walter Kidde & Co., 
Inc., New York; American La 
France and Foamite Industries, 
Inc., Elmira, N. T.; C-O-Two Fire 
Equipment Co., I ewark, N. J.; Na- 
tional Foam System, Inc., Phila- 
delphia, and Fyrout Co., Inc., New 
Tork, a subsidiary of Walter Kidde 
& Co. 

Walter Kidde & Co., the commis- 
sion said, holds two patents for 
carbon dioxide fire extinguishers 
and has (issued patent license 
agreements to the other compa- 
nies, Attached to each agreement, 
the commission alleged, is a 
“schedule of minimum prices and 
terms including uniform prices” at 
which the companies have sold 
material, in violation of the Trade 
Commission Act. 

The commission charged Walter 
Kidde & Co, with violation of the 
Clayton Act, saying it had grant- 
ed to National Foam System a - 
cense “which is in ‘eality not a 
license to manufacture, but to as- 
semble” material bought from Wal- 
ter Kidde & Co. National Foam 
System thereby was compelled to 
purchase all of its requirements

Four Officers Suspended— 
Many Innocent Men Held 


on Fake Moral Offense 
Charges. 


CHICAGO, March 23 (AP).— 
Charges that hundreds of innocent 
men had been arrested and falsely 
accused of moral offenses by four 
Chicago detectives operating & 
shakedown racket will be investi- 
gated Monday by a grand jury. 

Th inquiry was ordered by 
State’s Attorney Thomas J. Court- 
ney. The charges were filed with 
the Civil Service Commission by 
Police Capt. John Howe, who inves- 
tigated, the case for Police Com- 
missioner James P. Allman. 

Commissioner Allman has sus- 
pended the accused officers—Wil- 
liam J. Kearney, Edward Hickey,, 
Elmer Johnson and Francis O’Mal- 
ley. All are attached to the police 
morals squad. 

Dr. Ernest Puttramer, chairman 
of the police committee of the Chi- 
cago Bar Association, disclosed that 
an attorney was under investigation 
in connection with the alleged 
racket, Capt. Howe's report 
charged that the attorney con- 
nived with the detectives in the 
shakedown of innocent victims. 

Hundreds of innocent citizens 
were seized in Loop buildings, the- 
aters and comfort stations both in 
the Loop and park district territory 
in Michigan avenue and Grant 
Park,” Capt. Howe said. 

“The arrests almost always fol- 
lowed this pattern: The person ar- 
rested is asked his business. When 
he arrives at the lockup he is left 
“open” (held without a charge) 
and sent to the Bureau of Identifi- 
cation. Soon a lawyer appears in 
in the lockup and informs the pris- 
oner he is in a “bad jam” and of- 
fers to get him out for $200 to 
$400.” 

Capt. Howe said that if the vic- 
tim retained the lawyer specified 
by the arresting officers he would 
be charged only with disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness or some sim- 
ilar minor offense. 

Initial investigation of the al- 
leged racket was touched off by 

the complaint of a Kansas City 
physician who was held in jail for 
three days before being released 
on bond. He said he was visited 
by a lawyer recommended by the 
arresting squadron but refused his 
services.

NEW PLANE MOTOR 
GIVES 1 HORSEPOWER 
FOR EVERY POUND 


World’s Most Efficient Avia- 
tion Engine, Say Its 
American Builders. 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Devel- 
opment of the world’s’ most effi- 
cient aircraft engine, which pro- 
duces a horsepower for approxi- 
mately every pound of its weight, 
was announced today by the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation of Pater- 
son, N. J., pioneer airplane motor 
manufacturers. 

Just licensed by the United States 
Government, the engine is rated at 
1200 horsepower for takeoff—that 
is, with the throttles wide open at 
the moment a plane leaves the 
ground. 

Engineers have been striving for 
years to build motors of extremely 
light weight for both commercial 
and military use. 

Each time a bombing plane 
leaves on a destructive mission in 
Europe, its pilots must estimate 
its flying time in terms of weight, 
gasoline consumption, distance to 
the objective, and bomb load. Com- 
mercial airplanes are limited in 
range, and in passenger and mail 
capacity by the efficiency of their 
engines. 

Arthur Nutt, vice-president for 
engineering of the Wright organi- 
zation, said the rating of the new 
engine is 100 horsepower more than 
is developd by any other American- 
manufactured air-cooled engine of 
9-cylinder construction. The effi- 
ciency of the engine was disclosed 
by the fact that Europe has no air- 
cooled motor of equal horsepower, 
and no other American-made air- 
craft engine can compare with it 
for horsepower per pound. 

The new engine, with cylinders 
finished to an accuracy of two-mil- 
lionths of an inch, has been in- 
stalled in several military planes. 
The first commercial application 
will be in a fleet of 21-passenger 
transports now being built for Chi-

Routine Play

Bridge Hand,

ART of the advantage that an 
P experienced player has is due 

to his ability to recognize typi- 
cal situations at a glance. Many 
hands which give the beginner a 
problem are open and shut to the 
veteran. But this habit of labeling 
certain combinations of cards as 
calling for routine treatment has 
its dangers. 

Deciarer in the hand below saw 
an ace-queen combination and took 
a finesse. Had he looked a second 
time, he would have seen that the 
routine play was unsafe. 

West, dealer.

West's opening bid was a shade 
weak, but with so powerful a ma- 
jor suit was beyond criticism. Had 
he not been vulnerable, an opening 
three heart bid would have been in 
order. 

West opened the king of hearts 
and continued with the jack. He 
then shifted to the ten of dia- 
monds, declarer winning with dum- 
my's king. 

Declarer took two high spades, 
dropping all the adverse trumps. 
Next the ace of diamonds was 
cashed and the jack of diamonds 
ruffed. At this point the declarer 
led a low club and west played the 
seven. Without giving the situa- 
tion careful thought, declarer fi- 
nessed dummy’s queen and lost the 
game. East, of course, won with 
the king and returned a club and 
South had no play to avoid losing 
the setting trick in clubs. 

Had declarer stopped to think on 
the first club trick he would have 
seen that the correct play from 
dummy was not the queen but the 
eight spot. If East should win with 
a minor honor, a club return would 
be up to Cummy’s ace-queen; any 
other lead would permit South to 
ruff and North to discard the queen 
of clubs. As a matter of fact. the 
deep finesse of the eight spot wo.ki 
have knocked out the king. West 
could not have broken up this play 
by putting up a high club, since 
dummy would simply cover with 


the other honor.

HEN school people talk about 
sducating the individual child 


that. It would not be good 

a child to be singled out a 
taught all by himself. He needs 
the stimulation of companionship. 
He needs the example of other 
working children. He 
learn how to, work with ers. 
Getting along with other people 
sharing their interests and for- 
warding them is a great part of 
life. Children learn that in clase 
work, 

What we mean by 
individual is a plan by which each 
considered ag an indi- 
vidual while working with his 
group. The whole group is given 
an example in arithmetic. They 
are building a model, They need 
to know how much material they 
need and its cost. They are set 
the problem. 

Some of the children set to work 
cheerfully and are soon ready with 
the correct result. The teacher 
sends them along to the next step. 
Those who are not ready, especially 
those who are sitting holding their 
pencils and lifting worried brows, 
receive her attention. One needs 
just a hint; one needs an explana- 
tion; one is helpless because hé 
lacks the fundamental informa- 
tion necessary. 

The teacher notes these little 
divisions, these twos and threes 
and ones who need special atten- 
tion, and she lets them have it as 
soon and as effectively as possible 
while carrying the class along. 
The class will unite on projects, 
recitations, discussions, and di- 
vide into groups again. The teach- 
er has a plan of work for the 
class but she holds in mind the 
needs, the strengths and the weak- 
nesses of each one in each — 
of activity. 


YOU SEE, * INDIVIDUAL educa- 
tion is not always individual] in- 
struction, although it may be on oc- 
casion. For the most part it is a 
mental concept that the teacher 
holds and puts into practical serv- 
ice from hour to hour, day to day. 
It does not require expensive altera- 
tions in buildings or courses of 
study so much as it requires men- 
tal adjustments in teachers, par- 
ents and supervisors. 

The mass teaching we used to 
do worked like this. The teacher 
held the class at rigid attention; 
gave instruction; ordered work to 
be done; corrected the work; grad- 
ed the papers; listed successes and 
failures and went on to the next 
lesson, Too bad Tom failed. Grand 
that Julius did so well. But never 
mind what effect failure or suc- 
cess had on either, Never mind 
trying to find why one failed and 
the other succeeded, Never mind 
the effect of the education on the 
children! What are the Averages? 

There is no such thing as an 
average that measures children's 
work, ability or success in school 
lessons. If one gets a hundred 
and one a failure do both get fifty? 
They do not. One gets a hundred 
and one gets Zero and the super- 
visor gets the fifty, on paper. 

We are concerned with both 
children. What they learn, how 
they learn it, what effect it has on 
them, what we can do to help 
each to develop what power he 
has. It is a teaching concept, not 
a building program.
